My  Lord  Bishop, 

In  February  1905  the  joint  committee  of  the  two  houses  of 
Convocation  of  the  province  of  Canterbury,  which  had  been 
formed  a  year  before,  made  its  first  report  on  Ecclesiastical 
Records,  and  their  Custody  and  the  first  of  the  Resolutions 
adopted  by  both  Houses  of  Convocation  at  that  Session  was 
as  follows  : — 

That  it  is  advisable  that  a  Commission  should  be  issued  by  the 
Bishop  of  each  Diocese  charged  with  the  duty  of  ascertaining 
of  what  records  the  several  officers  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese 
are  at  present  custodians. 

In  July  of  that  year  your  lordship  was  requested  in  pur- 
suance of  this  object  to  appoint  in  this  diocese  a  commission  to 
report  as  the  two  Houses  of  Convocation  had  desired,  and 
shortly  after  you  selected  as  the  members  of  this  commission 
the  Rev.  Canon  Church,  Subdean  and  Canon  Residentiary 
of  Wells,  the  Rev.  C.  Taylor,  Vicar  of  Bauwell,  the  Rev.  F.  W. 
Weaver,  Vicar  of  Milton  Clevedon,  and  myself.  Mr.  Church 
did  not  feel  able  to  accept  your  invitation,  and  so  the  work,  if 
it  was  to  be  undertaken  at  all,  fell  upon  Mr,  Taylor,  Mr.  Weaver 
and  myself.  On  three  occasions  we  three  therefore  met  and  dis- 
cussed methods  by  which  the  information  desired  could  be 
procured  and  when  procured  tabulated  in  the  form  of  a  report. 
But  it  was  obvious  to  us  all  that  such  information  could  not  be 
obtained  without  considerable  expense  and  where  to  find  these 
funds  we  could  not  imagine.  We  made  various  suggestions  but 
met  with  no  response  and  the  project  collapsed  or  hung  fire  until 
these  funds  were  forthcoming.

In  July  1912  you  were  asked  by  the  Bishop  of  Peterborough, 
the  chairman  of  that  joint  committee,  what  had  been  done  in  this 
diocese  in  reference  to  this  report  and  you  sent  his  letter  to  me 
quite  unconscious  of  the  stranded  condition  of  your  committee. 
That  the  work  should  be  undertaken  and  a  report  drawn  up  I 
was  as  firmly  convinced  as  was  any  of  the  members  of  the  joint 
committee  of  Convocation  and  the  request  for  an  answer  spurred 
me  on  to  the  undertaking. 

In  the  report  which  I  have  the  honour  to  make  I  have  added, 
by  the  kind  permission  of  the  Rev.  E.  H.  Bates  Harbin,  a  precis 
of  his  most  valuable  account  of  the  Church  Plate  in  the  diocese, 
and  I  venture  to  hope  that  this  addition  will  prove  useful  in  thi& 
record  of  the  Registers  of  the  Churches  of  Somerset. 

It  is  not  an  easy  task  to  give  an  accurate  account  of  the 
parochial  registers  of  so  large  a  diocese  as  this.  These  registers 
are  often  very  hard  to  read  and  some  are  dilapidated,  and  more- 
over the  entries  are  not  always  consecutive  and  the  accounts 
given  me  by  the  clergy  are  the  best  and  most  accurate  they  could 
give,  and  yet  it  may  be  possible  that  mistakes  have  arisen.  1 
have  however  taken  great  pains  to  obtain  accuracy  and  when 
the  report  I  received  differed  at  all  from  that  of  eighty  years 
ago  I  made  very  careful  and  definite  enquiries  in  order  that 
my  report  might  be  reliable.  To  be  quite  sure  it  would  be 
necessary  to  obtain  the  services  of  an  expert  who  would  go 
from  parish  to  parish  and  report  on  each  set  of  registers 
separately,  but  an  expense  so  great  as  that  I  could  not  under- 
take. 

I  have  to  thank  the  clergy  very  warmly  for  the  ready 
response  they  have  made  to  my  appeal  for  information,  answering, 
on  occasions,  several  letters  when  their  replies  to  me  suggested 
errors,  and  I  feel  that  all  have  done  their  very  best  to  help  me 
in  this  my  search  for  information.  It  is  a  matter  to  the  credit 
of  the  parochial  clergy  of  this  diocese  that  several  church 
registers  have  been  recovered  since  first  they  were  officially 
reported  on  eighty  years  ago.     Certain  I   am   that  these  local 


records  are  now  preserved  with  the  greatest  care  and  that 
the  present  custodians  are  proud  of  their  charge. 

The  neglect  of  the  eighteenth  century  cannot  be  undone  but 
the  decay  has  been  arrested  and  the  neglect  is  no  more. 
Many  registers  have  been  voluntarily  transcribed  and  not  a  few 
have  been  printed  and  the  process  of  transcription,  I  am  glad 
to  say,  still  continues. 

That  errors  may  have  crept  into  my  figures  I  cannot  but 
expect.  The  conditions  under  which  this  report  has  been  drawn 
up  make  one  prepared  for  them,  but  at  least  I  hope  that  this 
my  effort  may  be  a  stepping  stone  on  which  someone  else  in 
later  time  may  attain  to  something  more  correct.

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THE  ECCLESIASTICAL  RECORDS  OF  THE  REGISTRY 
OF  THE  BISHOP  OF  BATH  AND  WELLS. 

The  Bishop's  Registry  in  Wells  is  housed  in  the  tower  of  the 
gateway  which  leads  from  the  Palace  into  the  Market-place.  This 
tower  was  built  by  Bishop  Beckington,  1443-1466,  and  it  is  prob- 
able that  it  has  always  been  assigned  to  its  present  use.  The  series 
of  episcopal  registers  preserved  there  begins  with  that  of  Bishop 
John  de  Drokensford,  1309-1329,  and  with  the  following  excep- 
tions is  complete  to  the  present  time.  The  registers  which  are 
missing  are  those  of  Bishops  Bamet,  1363-1366,  Harewell,  1367- 
1386,  Skirlaw,  1386-1388,  Erghum,  1388-1400,  Barlow,  1548- 
1554,  Montague,  1608-1616,  Laud,  1626-1628,  and  Mawe,  1628-1629. 

These  omissions  are  ancient  and  appear  to  have  been  known 
to  Dr.  Archer  who  was  Archdeacon  of  Wells  and  died  in  1739  and 
to  his  friend,  Matthew  Hutton,  the  Antiquary,  who  died  in  1711. 
Hutton's  catalogues  of  the  contents  of  these  registers  are  among 
the  Harleian  MSS.  in  the  British  Museum  and  the  registers  of 
which  he  made  catalogues  all  exist  to-day. 

In  addition  to  these  episcopal  registers  there  is  a  folio  volume, 
known  as  the  Liber  Niger,  which  contains  an  index  of  the  names 
in  some  of  the  registers  from  the  time  of  Henry  VIII  down  to  the 
end  of  the  seventeenth  century  and  a  thin  paper  volume  with 
parchment  back  containing  a  list  of  institutions  and  collations 
from  1585  to  1625. 

It  is  evident  that  at  some  early  date  after  the  Restoration  the 
contents  of  the  Bishop's  Registry  were  not  kept  apart  from  those 
of  the  Muniment  Room  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter.  In  the  Registry 
there  is  a  folio  volume  containing  copies  of  charters,  Hberties  and 
grants  from  the  reign  of  Edward  I  down  to  the  year  1597,  a  cus- 
tumal  of  the  tenants  of  the  manor  of  North  Curry,  another  of  the 
manor  of  Hatch,  details  of  the  manor  of  Biddisham,  all  of  which 
clearly  belong  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Wells,  while  on  the 
other  side  among  the  records  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  was  found 
a  register  for  four  years  of  the  episcopate  of  Bishop  Godwin,  1584- 
1593. 


There  are  several  bundles  of  transcripts  of  parochial  registers 
for  the  later  years  of  the  seventeenth  century  and  for  a  considerable 
part  of  the  eighteenth,  and  these  are  carefully  catalogued  and 
should  all  be  printed.  For  a  list  of  these  parishes  the  reader  should 
see  subsequent  pages  of  this  report. 

There  are  also  a  considerable  number  of  bundles  of  judgments 
in  regard  to  claims  and  non-payments  of  tithes  and  other  eccles- 
iastical dues  and  orders  concerning  excommimications  and  pardons 
issued  from  the  bishop's  consistory  court  after  the  Restoration, 
belonging  almost  entirely  to  the  episcopates  of  Bishops  Ken, 
Kidder  and  Hooper,  which  have  never  been  sorted  and  are  in  a 
more  or  less  dilapidated  condition.  These  Mr.  Riley  does  not 
appear  to  have  seen  or  if  he  did  see  them  he  did  not  consider 
them  worth  a  report. 

About  ten  years  ago  the  documents  were  carefully  removed  from 
the  tower  and  stored  temporarily  in  other  rooms  of  the  house 
belonging  to  Mr.  R.  Harris,  the  Registrary,  while  the  tower  was 
thorougMy  restored  and  put  in  a  water-tight  and  safe  condition 
and  afterwards  every  bundle  was  dusted  and  restored  to  its  new 
and  improved  resting  place.  It  would  be  well,  however,  if  a  com- 
petent clerk  from  the  Record  Office  came  and  visited  the  Registry 
and  made  a  catalogue  of  all  these  bundles.  They  illustrate  the 
historj^  of  the  church  in  the  diocese  of  Bath  and  Wells  in  the  second 
half  of  the  seventeenth  century. 


THE  REGISTERS,  CHARTERS,  DEEDS  AND  HISTORICAL 
RECORDS  OF  THE  CATHEDRAL  CHURCH  OF  S.  ANDREW'S, 
WELLS. 

The  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Wells  possess  a  large  series  of  deeds  and 
historical  records,  dating  from  the  Norman  Conquest  to  the  present 
day.  Towards  the  end  of  the  fifteenth  century  an  attempt  was 
made  to  arrange  and  catalogue  these  and  perhaps  this  was  done 
by  Thomas  Chandler  who  was  chancellor  of  Wells  and  is  considered 
to  have  written  the  Historia  Major  printed  by  Wharton,  Anglia 
Sacra,  Vol.  i.  In  the  eighteenth  century  another  canon  of  Wells 
and  archdeacon,  i.e.  Dr.  Archer,  who  died  in  1739,  did  much  to 
arrange  and  index  all  that  had  survived  the  troubles  of  the  two 
previous  centuries  and  to  him  is  due  the  titles  of  the  three  minute 
books  or  chartularies  which  have  since  been  known  as  the  Liber 
Albus,  Vols.  I  and  n,  and  the  Liber  Ruber.  His  work,  however,  is 
still  in  manuscript.  In  1869  the  late  Mr.  H.  T.  Riley  came  to 
Wells  on  behalf  of  the  Historical  Manuscripts  Commission  and 
made  a  report  of  the  MSS.  and  Registers  which  account  is  printed 
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in  the  First  Report,  1870,  Appendix,  pp.  93  and  94.  A  year 
afterwards  Mr.  Riley  returned  to  Wells  and  made  a  catalogue  of 
some  more  of  the  original  deeds  and  this  appears  in  the  Third 
Report,  1872,  Appendix,  350-351. 

Soon  after  this  date  the  Dean  and  Chapter  employed  Mr,  De 
Gray  Birch,  of  the  British  Museum,  to  make  a  calendar  of  all  the 
ancient  deeds,  numbering  more  than  one  thousand,  and  at  the 
same  time  to  sort  and  arrange  them  in  thirty-six  suitable  boxes. 

Meanwhile  the  late  Rev.  J.  A.  Bennett  had  been  engaged  on 
a  catalogue  and  brief  precis  of  most  of  the  contents  of  the  three 
ancient  registers  now  known  as  the  Liber  Alhus,  Vols,  i  and  ii, 
and  the  Liber  Ruber,  and  this  was  printed  and  published  sepa- 
rately by  the  Historical  Manuscripts  Commission  in  1885.  Mr. 
Bennett  included  also  in  his  report  a  catalogue  of  certain  Inden- 
ture and  Ledger  Books,  Computus  Rolls  and  Chapter  Acts  Books. 
Certain  notes  from  these  MSS.  appear  also  in  the  Rev.  H.  E. 
RejTnolds'  Wells  Cathedral,  its  Foundation,  Constitutional  History 
and  Statutes,  which  was  printed  and  issued  by  him  without  date 
but  about  this  same  time. 

AU  that  had  hitherto  been  done  was  not,  however,  considered 
an  adequate  account  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Records  of  the  Dean  and 
Chapter,  and  in  1905,  Mr.  W.  H.  B.  Bird  was  employed  by  the 
Public  Record  Office  and  under  the  guidance  of  the  Deputy  Keeper, 
Sir  H.  Maxwell  Lyte,  K.C.B.,  to  make  a  careful  catalogue  of  the 
contents  of  all  the  ancient  registers,  deeds,  computus  rolls  and 
such  historical  manuscripts  as  should  be  described.  The  first 
volume  of  this  new  catalogue,  entitled  Calendar  of  the  Manuscripts 
of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Wells,  was  printed  and  published  by 
the  Historical  Manuscripts  Commission  in  1907,  and  the  second 
volume,  which  will  include  a  revised  transcript  of  the  catalogues 
made  by  Mr.  De  Gray  Birch,  is  now  in  print. 

Mr.  Bird  in  the  Introduction  to  his  first  volume  gives  a  careful 
and  accurate  account  of  the  contents  of  the  Muniment  Room 
of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  and  describes  the  nature  of  these  deeds 
and  the  places  where  they  are  stored. 

In  1901,  the  Rev.  C.  M.  Church,  M.A.,  Canon  Residentiary  and 
Sub-dean,  gave  in  the  Archoeologia,  Vol.  lvii  (1901),  an  account 
of  the  Library,  some  of  the  treasures  which  it  possesses  and  some 
which  it  has  lost,  the  spoliation  which  it  has  experienced  and  the 
efforts  made  from  time  to  time  to  refurnish  it  with  books  and  to 
preserve  intact  the  MSS.  stores  which  it  contained.  The  Chapter 
Minute  Books  are  carefully  preserved  in  cupboards  under  lock 
and  key,  and  the  charters  are  arranged  in  a  series  of  boxes  also 
kept  under  lock  and  key,  and  the  room  where  they  are  kept  is 
now  made  the  safer  by  the  removal  of  the  fireplace  and  the  in- 
sertion of  hot -water  pipes  as  a  means  of  warming  it  and  keeping 
the  cases  dry.

THE  ECCLESIASTICAL  RECORDS   OF  THE 
ARCHDEACONRY  OF  WELLS. 

No  register  of  mandates  or  other  documents  issued  by  the  arch- 
deacons of  Wells  appears  to  have  been  kept  until  quite  recent 
times.  There  are  various  bundles  of  mandates  for  inductions  of 
incumbents  but  these  are  all  modem  and  a  list  of  the  contents 
of  each  bundle  is  now  carefully  made.  The  archdeaconry  of  Wells 
is  endowed  with  a  rib  or  freehold  house  in  the  city  and  various 
leases  and  deeds  concerning  this  are  preserved  in  a  tin  box  but 
none  of  the  deeds  are  ancient.

There  are  no  ancient  documents  and  the  register  of  mandates 
of  induction  which  is  at  present  in  use  is  of  quite  modern  date. 


THE   ECCLESIASTICAL  RECORDS   OF  THE 
ARCHDEACONRY   OF  BATH. 

There  are  no  ancient  records  preserved  in  the  registry  of  this 
archdeaconry  and  the  present  register  of  mandates  of  induction 
was  only  recently  begun. 

THE  PAROCHIAL  REGISTERS  OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF 
BATH  AND  WELLS. 

The  need  for  some  of3&cial  record  of  baptisms  and  marriages  had 
been  felt  for  many  years  before  the  Injunctions  of  the  Vicar-General 
appeared  in  1538.  Questions  of  divorce,  or  rather  of  nullity  of 
marriage  owing  to  spiritual  affinity,  could  only  be  settled  on  the 
sworn  evidence  of  the  two  parties  concerned,  and  when  there  was 
collusion  there  existed  no  means  of  testing  the  truth  of  their  sworn 
statements.  Any  volume  of  the  Calendar  of  Inquisitiones  post 
mortem  offers  an  ample  evidence  of  the  compHcated  way  by  which 
the  age  of  those  who  were  heirs  or  heiresses  of  real  property  could 
be  established.  That  a  register  of  baptisms  and  marriages  was 
necessary  no  one  could  doubt.  It  was,  however,  to  Spain  and  to 
the  administrative  skiU  of  Cardinal  Ximenes,  archbishop  of  Toledo, 
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that  we  owe  the  introduction  in  1497  of  the  custom  that  the  curate 
of  the  parish  should  enter  in  an  official  register  the  baptisms  he 
had  celebrated  and  the  names  of  those  who  stood  sponsors  to  the 
child.  In  1538,  Thomas  Lord  Cromwell,  the  Vicar-General  of 
Henry  VIII,  in  the  king's  name  drew  up  a  series  of  injunctions 
to  be  issued  to  the  parish  priests  of  the  Church  of  England  and  on 
September  30th  of  that  year  sent  them  to  Archbishop  Cranmer, 
and  on  October  11th  the  archbishop  issued  his  mandate  for  their 
pubHcation.  The  injunction  concerning  parish  registers  is  the 
twelfth  of  the  series  and  runs  as  follows  :  "  Item,  that  you  and 
every  parson,  vicar,  or  curate  within  this  diocese  shall  for  every 
church  keep  one  book  or  register  wherein  ye  shall  write  the  day 
and  year  of  every  wedding,  christening  and  burying  made  within 
your  parish  for  your  time  and  so  every  man  succeeding  you  like- 
wise ;  and  also  there  insert  every  person's  name  that  shall  be  so 
wedded,  christened  or  buried  ;  and  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the 
same  book  the  parish  shall  be  bound  to  provide  of  their  common 
charges  one  sure  coffer  with  two  locks  and  keys  whereof  the  one 
to  remain  with  you  and  the  other  Avith  the  wardens  of  every  such 
parish  wherein  the  book  shall  be  laid  up,  which  book  ye  shall  every 
Sunday  take  forth  and  in  the  presence  of  the  said  wardens  or  one 
of  them,  write  and  record  in  the  same  all  the  weddings,  christenings 
and  buryings  made  the  whole  week  before  and  that  done  to  lay 
up  the  book  in  the  coffer  as  before  and  for  every  time  that  the 
same  shall  be  omitted  the  party  that  shall  be  in  fault  thereof  shall 
forfeit  to  the  said  church  3s.  M.  to  be  employed  in  the  reparation 
of  the  said  church." 

Valuable  as  this  order  was  the  injunction  was  nevertheless 
received  with  doubt  if  not  with  alarm.  The  people  feared  it  was 
preliminary  to  some  new  system  of  taxation,  and  in  December 
of  that  same  year  the  King  ordered  the  justices  of  the  peace  to 
search  out  those  "  cankered  parsons,  vicars  and  curates  "  who 
have  "  flown  and  feared  that  he  intends  to  make  new  exactions 
at  christenings,  weddings  and  burials."  (Fearon's  Hampshire 
Registers,  p.  3). 

In  1547  the  Council  of  Edward  VI  reissued  these  injunctions 
and  enquiry  was  generally  made  as  to  whether  these  injunctions 
had  been  obeyed,  and  in  1555  and  1557  Cardinal  Pole  enquired 
of  the  bishops  whether  these  orders  were  observed  and  in  1555  or- 
dered that  the  names  of  the  god-parents  should  also  be  entered 
in  the  register  of  baptisms  as  was  the  custom  in  Spain  and  Italy. 
Again,  in  1559,  Queen  EUzabeth  not  only  reissued  the  injunctions 
of  1538  but  repeated  the  enquiry  as  to  whether  or  not  they 
were  observed  and  in  1563  a  bill  was  introduced  into  Parliament 
ordering  transcripts  of  these  parish  registers  to  be  made  and  to 
be  kept  in  the  episcopal  registry.  The  bill,  however,  was  not 
proceeded  with.     (Fearon,  p.  84). 
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In  1563  the  Council  of  Trent  prescribed  a  register  of  baptisms 
and  marriages  as  a  law  of  the  Cathohc  Church.  In  the  diocese  of 
Bath  and  Wells  the  injunctions  of  1538  were  at  once  acted  on  by 
Bishop  Clerk  and  the  Stockland  Gaunts  register  shows  how  within  a 
fortnight  of  the  issue  of  Archbishop  Cranmer's  mandate  the  parish 
clergy  had  begun  to  obtain  their  books  or  sheets  of  paper  on  which 
to  enter  these  records.  The  Stockland  Gaunts  or  Bristol  register 
contains  on  the  inside  of  its  cover  the  following  interesting  state- 
ment :  "  Stockland  Gaunts.  Anno  Domini,  1538,  anno  Regis 
Henrici  8',  30.  The  record  upon  certeyne  injunctions  gevjai  by  ye 
auctorite  and  commandement  of  ye  Kyngs  highnesse  to  all  persons, 
vicars  and  curates  and  churchwardyns  concerning  cristenyngs, 
weddyngs  and  bur5dngs,  the  names  of  whom  to  be  wretjTi  and 
registryd  after  the  tenor  and  aflfect  contejmed  in  the  saj^d  injunc- 
tions accordingly  het  which  injunctions  were  exhibited  and  declared 
by  the  right  worshypsful  Mastr.  Doctor  Southewode  at  Crokem 
(Crewkeme)  the  26  day  of  the  month  of  October  in  the  yere  of  our 
Lord  God,  1538,  and  the  30th  year  of  the  raygne  of  our  so\Taigne 
Lord  Kyng  Henr}^  the  eight  supreme  head  next  immediat  onto 
God  of  thys  hole  church  of  Ynglond." 

During  the  reigns  of  Edward  VI  and  Queen  Mary  we  have  not 
much  information  but  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  attention 
was  again  paid  to  the  parochial  registers.  In  the  Royal  Articles 
of  1559  the  tenth  clause  ran  as  follows  :  "  whether  they  have  one 
book  or  register  kept  wherein  thej^  write  the  day  of  every  -nedding, 
christening  or  burying  ?  "  and  in  the  tenth  clause  of  the  injunctions 
of  the  same  year  the  same  duty  is  enforced  and  the  order  repeated 
for  the  coflfer  with  its  two  keys  and  the  entry  each  Sunday  of  the 
weddings,  christenings  and  burials  that  have  taken  place  during 
the  previous  week."  In  the  next  year,  1560,  the  fourth  of  the 
injimctions  enforced  by  the  Church  on  the  parochial  clergy  calls 
upon  them  to  promise  that  they  will  keep  the  register  according 
to  the  injunctions. 

The  evidence  that  is  before  us  in  these  parochial  returns  shows 
how  generaDy  these  injunctions  were  obeyed  but  before  we  draw 
attention  to  this  evidence  it  would  perhaps  be  better  to  continue 
the  story  of  the  efforts  made  by  the  State  and  by  the  Church  in 
Convocation  for  the  keeping  and  preservation  of  these  registers. 

On  October  25th,  1597,  the  Convocation  of  Canterbury  took  up 
the  matter  and  drew  up  a  new  Ordinance  concerning  these  registers 
and  instituted  a  register  book  of  parchment  into  which  all  entries 
were  to  be  transcribed  and  this  ordinance  subsequently  received  the 
sanction  of  the  Crown. 

The  injunctions  of  1538  had  ordered  that  the  entries  should  be 
made  in  a  book,  but  a  book  as  then  imderstood  might  consist  of  a 
quire  of  loose  sheets  of  paper  of  which  the  paper  might  perish  or 
some  of  the  sheets  might  be  lost.     Such  was  generally  the  way  in. 
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which  the  order  was  understood  and  a  quire  of  paper  would  soon 
in  the  handhng  by  curate  and  churchwarden  become  a  bundle  of 
loose  sheets,  and  loose  sheets  were  easily  lost.  So  the  order  of 
Convocation  and  the  subsequent  Roj'^al  Injunction  of  1597,  an 
order  which  was  afterwards  incorporated  in  the  70th  canon  of  1603, 
called  upon  every  minister  at  his  institution  to  subscribe  to  this 
promise — "  I  shall  keep  the  register  book  according  to  the 
queen's   majesty's   instructions." 

Each  parish  was  now  under  an  obligation  to  procure  for  itself 
a  parchment  book  and  the  entries  of  the  old  paper  books  or  loose 
sheets  were  to  be  carefully  and  legibly  transcribed  from  them  into 
the  new  parchment  books  or  at  least  all  the  entries  in  these  earlier 
records  which  had  been  made  since  Queen  Elizabeth  had  begun 
to  reign.  Each  page  was  also  to  be  endorsed  with  the  signatures 
of  the  curate  and  the  churchwardens,  and  we  have  good  examples 
of  these  in  the  register  at  Bruton,  where  the  transcript  is  signed 
page  by  page — concordat  cum  veteri  Registro  testibus  Meredith 
Evans,  minister,  John  Davis  and  William  ffeeld,  wardens — and  in 
the  register  at  Hinton  Charterhouse  where  each  page  is  signed 
by  John  Rogers,  the  vicar,  and  bears  also  the  marks  or  signs  of 
the   churchwardens,   John   Scott   and   Robert   Clement. 

The  old  order  concerning  the  custody  of  this  register  book  in  a 
safe  coffer  was  repeated  and  it  was  further  ordered  (Canon  70)  that 
every  year  a  true  copy  of  all  the  names  of  all  persons  so  wedded, 
christened  or  buried  should  be  made  and  sent  within  a  month 
after  Easter  to  the  bishop  to  be  preserved  in  the  episcopal  registry. 
What  a  gain  it  would  have  been  to  England  if  this  latter  order  had 
been  faithfully  carried  out  and  if  it  were  possible  to-day  to  find  in 
the  episcopal  registry  intact  and  carefully  preserved  a  transcript 
of  the  parish  registers  from  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  Queen 
EUzabeth  !  In  Wells  there  are  considerable  bundles  of  these 
registers  all  now  carefully  preserved  but  either  they  were  not 
demanded  by  the  bishops  or  their  archdeacons  or  when  demanded 
were  not  sent,  for  to-day  there  exists  only  fragments  of  what 
might  have  been.  Below  we  have  given  a  list  of  those  transcripts 
which  have  been  printed  and  are  easily  accessible  and  to  this  we 
have  added  a  list  of  those  parishes  of  whose  parish  registers  some 
transcripts  still  exist  and  can  be  seen  on  enquiry  at  the  Registry. 

The  registers  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  were  left  distinctly 
in  the  hands  of  the  curate  and  the  churchwardens,  the  only  source 
for  statistics  concerning  the  population  of  England  until  1812. 

In  1644  the  committee  for  drawing  up  the  Directory  for  Public 
Worship  ordained  that  in  every  parish  a  fair  register  book  of  vellum 
should  be  provided  and  the  names  of  all  children  baptized  and 
the  date  of  their  births  as  well  as  all  weddings  and  burials  should 
be  entered  into  it.  This  is  the  first  time  that  an  attempt  was 
made  to  keep  a  register  of  births  and  in  some  of  our  registers  for 
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several  years  after  this  date  the  day  when  the  baptized  child  was 
bom  is  also  recorded. 

By  the  Commonwealth  Act  of  1653,  however,  Marriages  were 
not  to  be  performed  by  the  minister  of  the  parish  but  by  the  Justice 
of  the  Peace  and  the  banns  were  to  be  exhibited  in  the  market- 
place of  the  town  nearest  which  the  parties  might  Hve.  The  mmis- 
ters  of  the  church  were  also  ordered  to  give  up  their  register  books 
to  laymen  specially  appointed  for  that  purpose  and  who  were 
called  "  parish  registers."  We  have  examples  of  this  at  Horsington 
where,  in  1653,  Edward  Sheppard  was  appointed  register,  and  at 
Hinton  Charterhouse  where  there  is  duly  entered  the  appoint- 
ment by  John  Ashe,  a  local  Justice  of  the  Peace,  of  Thomas  Pouting 
as  register.  This  new  official  was  to  be  chosen  by  the  householders 
of  the  parish,  and  as  certain  fees  were  allowed  for  the  entries  of 
the  weddings  the  order  of  the  Commonwealth  found  general  ob- 
servance and  for  a  time  the  minister  of  the  parish  as  keeper  of 
the  parish  register  disappears.  This  "  register  "  was  to  be  elected 
on  or  before  22nd  September,  1653,  and  to  be  sworn  into  his  office 
by  one  of  the  local  justices  and  this  fact  is  very  often  recorded  in 
the  register  of  that  date. 

The  general  effect  of  this  was  that  the  old  parochial  register 
ceased  to  be  used,  or  if  used  by  the  minister,  used  as  aware 
that  another  one  was  being  kept  by  the  official  "register,"  or  else, 
as  very  often  happened,  passed  for  a  time  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
minister,  and  at  the  Restoration  considerable  difficulty  was  exper- 
ienced in  getting  the  book  back  to  its  former  and  natural 
custodian.  The  rights  of  the  sworn  "register"  could  not  be 
easily  annulled  and  so,  as  will  be  found  in  many  parish  registers, 
there  are  large  gaps,  as  at  Hinton  Charterhouse,  in  the  entries 
between  1653  and  1661,  a  book  having  been  set  up  by  the  official 
register  which  never  found  its  way  into  the  parochial  coflfer  and  the 
parochial  records  have  suffered  an  irreparable  loss.  When,  however, 
we  have  the  register  kept  by  the  Commonwealth  "  parochial  regis- 
ter," as  at  Berkley,  it  is  generally  fomid  to  have  been  well  kept 
and  apparently  complete. 

In  1667,  and  again  in  yet  stronger  terms  in  1678,  an  order  was 
issued  for  economic  reasons  that  burials  should  take  place  in  woollen, 
not  only  the  corpse  but  even  the  inside  of  the  coffin  were  to  be 
lined  with  some  woollen  material  and  an  affidavit  had  to  be  made 
by  those  in  charge  of  the  funeral  that  such  was  the  case,  the  minis- 
ter who  undertook  the  funeral  being  allowed  in  1680  to  enter  in 
the  register  the  fact  of  the  affidavit  having  been  made  before  him. 
The  result  of  this  can  be  seen  in  the  registers  and  in  some  cases, 
as  at  Berkley,  a  new  book  was  obtained,  the  old  unfinished  register 
being  put  for  a  time  on  one  side. 

In  1681  an  Act  was  passed  ordering  a  fee  of  6d.  to  be  paid  for 
the  registration  of  the  birth  of  each  child  and  the  result  is  seen 
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in  our  registers  in  the  fact  that  the  entry  of  the  birth,  as  distinct 
from  the  baptism,  very  speedily  ceased.  The  general  neglect  of 
this  Act  however  is  shown  by  the  Act  of  1706  which  was  an  Act  of 
indemnity  for  those  who  had  neglected  to  observe  the  order  laid 
down  in  1681. 

In  1694  an  Act  was  passed  which  imposed  a  tax  for  five  years 
on  entries  of  marriages,  births  and  burials,  and  occasionally  a  note 
may  be  found  in  the  registers  that  a  list  had  been  furnished  by 
the  incumbent  to  the  local  collector  of  taxes.  The  tax  was  a  means 
to  provide  money  for  the  war  against  France  and  was  to  run  for 
five  years.  The  effect  of  it  was  the  diminution  of  entries  in  the 
registers  which  is  generally  observable  about  this  time,  and  from 
this  date  till  1812  no  register  of  births  was  kept  in  England. 

It  would  be  well  probably  if  we  referred  to  Lord  Hard  wick's 
Act  of  1753,  as  the  Act  is  generally  called,  which  was  passed  for 
the  better  registering  of  marriages  and  for  the  prevention  of  clan- 
destine marriages.  It  was  ordered  that  all  marriages  were  to  be 
by  licence  or  banns  and  were  to  take  place  in  the  parish  where 
one  of  the  contracting  parties  resided  and  such  marriages  were 
to  be  entered  in  a  special  printed  book.  This  book  is  divided  into 
two  parts,  the  one  contains  the  entries  for  the  publication  of  banns 
and  the  second  part  for  the  registration  of  the  marriage,  spaces 
being  allowed  for  the  signature  of  the  officiating  clergyman,  the 
contracting  parties  and  the  witnesses.  In  some  of  the  more  remote 
of  the  parishes  of  this  diocese  it  seems  as  if  this  Act  was  ignored, 
marriages  being  entered  in  the  ordinary  book  with  the  entries  of 
baptisms  and  burials,  and  in  a  few  cases  one  is  inclined  to  believe 
that  the  volume  which  began  in  1754  has  disappeared,  imder  the 
idea  that  it  was  only  a  volume  of  banns  of  marriage  and  not  a 
register  of  the  actual  marriage. 

Finally,  a  word  must  be  said  about  the  Act  of  1812,  the  act  known 
generally  as  the  "  Rose  "  Act,  having  been  brought  foward  by  Sir 
George  Rose,  which  provided  for  all  baptisms,  burials  and 
marriages  to  be  entered  in  volumes  specially  prepared  and  which 
made  it  a  felony  to  make  false  entries  or  to  alter  or  damage  any 
entry  which  had  been  correctly  inserted.  This  Act  also  ordered 
that  all  the  registers  were  to  be  kept  in  a  dry  well-painted  iron 
chest  and  that  copies  of  these  entries  were  to  be  made  annually  and 
sent  to  the  Diocesan  Registry  and  preserved  thus  in  a  safe 
building.  This  Act  brings  us  to  the  limit  of  our  enquiry,  it  made 
an  end  of  the  parchment  volume  with  its  side  notes  of  contem- 
porary events  so  full  of  interest  and  quaint  information.  A 
few  years  later,  in  1836,  was  passed  the  general  Registration 
Act  which  provides  for  the  Civil  Registration  of  all  births  and 
burials  and  which  demands  transcripts  of  all  marriage  registers 
to  be  sent  quarterly  to  the  Registrar-General. 

In  1831  an  attempt  was  made  at  the  time  of  the  general  census 
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to  draw  up  statistics  of  births  and  marriages,  and  a  report  was 
made  in  the  Census  Returns  of  the  contents  of  the  parish  registers 
of  England,  and  in  that  same  year  a  ParHamentary  Return,  No. 
298,  was  made  in  several  divisions  of  the  country  as  to  the  extent 
to  which  the  order  of  the  Act  of  1812  had  been  observed  and 
transcripts  sent  in  to  the  bishops'  registries.  No  payments  had 
been,  however,  authorised  for  the  making  of  these  transcripts  and 
no  provision  for  the  storing  of  them  and  so  the  Act  of  1812  had 
already  become  obsolete. 

In  the  Bishop's  Registry  in  Wells  there  is  a  source  of  information 
which  is  not  generally  known  and  which  may  sometimes  give 
evidence  which  cannot  be  found  in  the  parochial  records.  This 
consists  of  the  Marriage  Allegation  Bonds,  on  which  licences  for 
marriage  were  granted,  in  each  of  which  one  or  two  churches  are 
specified  where  the  marriage  may  take  place.  At  times  they  give 
yet  fuller  information  and  occasionally  it  is  found  that  the  licence 
was  regarded  as  an  adequate  record  and  no  entry  was  made  in  the 
Marriage  Register.  A  useful  volume  of  these  Allegation  Bonds 
was  made  by  the  late  A,  J.  Jewers,  and  was  printed  by  W.  Pollard, 
in  1909.  The  volume  contains  most  of  the  bonds  now  legible  from 
1674  to  1755,  the  names  being  recorded  in  alphabetical  order. 

We  must  now  turn  to  the  evidence  concerning  these  registers 
offered  to  us  by  the  numerous  parochial  registers  of  the  diocese 
of  Bath  and  Wells.  In  many  instances  there  are  entries  of  the 
purchase  of  sheets  of  parchment,  sometimes  in  the  Churchwarden 
Account  Books  and  sometimes  on  the  inside  of  the  cover  of  these 
parchment  registers,  the  number  of  sheets  being  recorded  and  the 
price  paid  per  sheet.  These  entries  show  how  the  parish  register 
grew  and  how  being  sewn  together  it  was  preserved,  A  similar 
custom  had  prevailed  in  the  sixteenth  century  but  as  generally 
no  back  was  provided  for  the  sheets  of  paper  they  remained  loose 
and  in  disorder  and  have  largely  perished. 

There  are  certainly  two  registers,  those  of  Stockland  Bristol  or 
Gaunts,  and  of  Kingsdon,  which  are  the  original  paper  volumes 
begun  in  1538  and  continued  up  to  the  time  when  the  transcripts 
were  ordered  to  be  made  in  1597.  There  may  be  more  than  these 
two  but  it  would  be  necessary  to  examine  personally  these  early 
volumes  before  one  could  expressly  mention  them  and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  reference  to  two  parishes  will  not  be  regarded  as  a  denial 
of  the  claims  of  any  others.  Both  these  two  early  registers  are  on 
paper.  In  the  case  of  Stockland  Bristol  the  handwriting  from 
1538-1557  is  very  good  and  clear  and  of  the  same  court-hand  type 
throughout.  From  1561  onward  the  writing  varies  greatly  be- 
coming very  careless  or  bad,  and  especially  from  1578  to  1592. 
In  the  second  volume  at  Stockland  Bristol  there  is  a  transcript 
very  carefully  made  of  the  entries  in  the  earlier  book  since  the 
beginning  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and  the  variations  in 


the  two  books  for  these  years  are  not  only  of  great  interest  but 
also  of  real  value. 

At  Kingsdon  the  original  paper  volume  begins  in  1538  and  seems 
to  have  been  continued  as  far  as  the  register  of  marriages  is  con- 
cerned after  the  order  for  the  transcript  on  vellum  and  there  is 
therefore  a  serious  lacuna  before  the  weddings  are  to  be  found  in 
the  subsequent  volume.  It  is  difficult  to  account  for  the  omission 
of  the  marriage  entries,  from  1597-1615,  except  on  the  supposition 
that  a  sheet  has  been  lost  in  the  earlier  volume  which  contained 
the  entries  of  the  marriages  for  that  period. 

In  1559  the  Commissioners  of  Enquiry  under  the  Royal  In- 
junctions of  Queen  Elizabeth  held  a  visitation  in  Wells  and  so  we 
find  in  the  Churchwarden  Account  Book  of  the  parish  of  Banwell, 
and  probably  in  those  of  several  other  parishes,  the  entry  of  the 
purchase  of  a  register  book  for  the  parish  or  the  sheets  that  were 
to  form  the  beginning  of  such.  Up  to  that  date  the  register,  if 
any,  had  been  on  loose  sheets  and  we  obtain  from  this  parish  evi- 
dence of  the  activity  of  the  church  authorities  in  carrying  out  the 
order  in  the  Injunctions  and  on  the  lines  of  the  subsequent 
Injunctions  of  1597, 

Between  the  years  1597  and  1603  a  serious  effort  was  made  to 
put  into  a  permanent  form  these  loose  sheets  of  records  and  this 
effort  accounts  for  the  similarity  of  writing  which  is  found  in  the 
early  years  of  Queen  Ehzabeth  down  to  as  late  as  1610.  The 
parishes  were  falling  into  line  and  making  their  transcripts.  At 
times,  as  at  Combe  Hay,  the  title  and  date  of  the  original  book  is 
given  and  suggests  a  date  earlier  than  that  to  which  the  transcript 
belongs.  The  entries  were  copied  with  exactitude  and  are  only 
intelligible  on  the  understanding  that  they  are  transcripts. 

There  are  three  registers  in  this  diocese  which  begin  before  the 
order  of  the  Vicar-General  in  1538.  The  registers  at  Northover, 
Closworth  and  Charlton  Musgrove  begin  in  1534,  and  at  North- 
over  there  is  the  entry  of  a  wedding  for  the  year  1531.  As  the 
register,  however,  is  a  transcript  the  vicar  has  suggested  to  me 
that  1531  is  a  mistake  for  1541,  but  the  assumption  is  not  neces- 
sary, for  undoubtedly  entries  were  being  made  long  before  1538 
of  marriages  at  the  beginning  or  end  of  the  ancient  missals,  and 
of  baptisms  at  the  end  of  the  ancient  manuals,  and  the  entries 
from  all  sources  may  have  been  copied  into  the  transcripts  ordered 
by  the  Injunction  of  1597.  If  there  had  not  been  so  thorough  a 
destruction  of  our  ancient  service  books  we  would,  I  feel  confident, 
have  seen,  that  the  order  of  Cromwell  in  1538  was  only  an  authori- 
tative recognition,  Hcence  and  furtherance,  of  a  custom  already 
becoming  general. 

There  are  in  this  diocese  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  registers 
which  begin  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and  there  are  forty- 
two  registers  which  contain  entries  of  yet  ear  Her  dates.    Of  these 
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forty-two,  seventeen,  i.e.  those  of  Kelston,  Combe  Hay,  Newton 
St.  Loe,  Wrington,  Weston  (Bath),  Tickenham,  Baltonsborough, 
Dodington,  Kilve,  Milverton,  Stockland  Bristol,  Orchard  Portman, 
Gorton  Dinham,  Horsington,  Kingsdon,  Sandford  Orcas  and 
Pitcombe  begin  in  the  year  1538  and  as  we  have  akeady  stated 
those  of  Northover,  Closworth  and  Charlton  Musgrove  begin  in 
the  year  1534, 

In  the  Bishop's  Registry  at  Wells,  as  we  have  already  stated, 
there  are  transcripts  of  the  registers  of  Baptisms,  Marriages  and 
Burials  of  the  following  parishes  and  between  the  following  years. 
The  transcripts  are  not  continuous  nor  are  they  always  complete, 
the  following  have,  however,  been  printed  in  Dwelly's  Parish 
Records,  1913.  They  help  us  to  compare  the  Registers  of  the 
dates  when  these  transcripts  were  written  with  those  of  to-day 
and  may  ofiEer  us  information  on  losses  which  to-day  we  deplore. 
If  for  instance  we  look  at  the  records  of  Clutton,  West  Coker, 
and  Clevedon  (St.  Andrews)  we  see  references  to  volumes  which 
have  now  disappeared.

ON  THE  CHURCH  PLATE  IN  THE  DIOCESE  OF  BATH 
AND  WELLS. 


For  all  our  uiformation  concerning  the  Church  Plate  in  this  Diocese 
we  are  indebted  to  the  excellent  articles  in  the  Proceedings  of 
the  Somersetshire  Archaeological  and  Natural  History  Society's 
volumes,  xliii-xlix,  by  the  Rev.  E.  H.  Bates  Harbin.  In  the 
Bath  and  Keynsham  Deaneries  he  was  assisted  by  Mr.  T.  S.  Bush 
and  in  the  Dunster  and  Wivehscombe  Deaneries  by  the  Rev. 
Prebendary  Hancock,  but  with  these  exceptions  Mr.  Bates  Harbin 
with  commendable  industry  has  given  us  not  only  a  complete  in- 
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ventory  of  the  Church  Plate  but  has  also  in  many  cases  provided 
for  us  notes  on  the  donors  which  greatly  enhance  the  value  of  his 
articles  and  the  plate  he  describes.  It  is  with  gratitude  I  refer  to 
his  work  and  I  have  to  thank  him  also  for  his  permission  to  give  in 
this  report  of  the  parish  registers  of  Somerset  a  precis  also  of  the 
Church  Plate  which  is  almost  entirely  deduced  from  his  work. 
Por  the  full  report  of  it  readers  are  referred  to  the  volumes  of 
Proceedings  above  mentioned. 

There  are  in  this  diocese  493  ancient  parishes  and  sixty-nine 
parishes  formed  since  1800.  Of  these  ancient  parishes  very  nearly 
half  our  churches  have  chaHces  and  patens,  or  rather  cups  with 
covers,  that  were  made  for  them  during  the  reign  of  Queen 
Elizabeth.     The  actual  number  is  two  hundred  and  twenty  five. 

The  history  of  the  change  from  mediaeval  chalice  to  reformation 
cup  is  somewhat  obscure.  There  seems  to  have  been  some  order 
given  for  this  alteration  and  for  the  disuse  of  the  chalice,  but 
hitherto  that  order  has  not  been  discovered.  The  earhest  mention 
of  the  changes  comes  from  Kent,  in  the  j^ear  1560,  for  the  vicar 
of  Elmested  in  that  year  is  reputed  as  having  used  a  silver 
chalice  for  Popish  Mass  and  now  in  contempt  a  milk  bowl.  In 
Bishop  Guest's  injunctions,  No.  22,  of  1565,  for  the  Cathedral 
Church  of  Rochester,  the  bishop  laj^s  down  that  they  have  in 
the  said  cathedral  church  instead  of  their  chalice  a  decent  cup  of 
silver  therewith  to  minister  the  Holy  Communion.  Four  years  after, 
among  the  answers  returned,  in  1569,  to  the  archbishop's  visitation 
of  the  diocese  of  Chichester  it  was  reported  that  many  parishes 
retained  their  chalices  "  hoping  for  the  Mass  again  "  although 
they  had  been  ordered  to  turn  them  into  communion  cups 
keeping  weight  for  weight  and  not  to  burden  the  parish  with  the 
price  of  a  new  one. 

In  the  injunctions  of  Archbishop  Grindal  for  the  diocese  of  York, 
issued  in  1571,  it  is  ordered  that  the  clergy  are  to  minister  the 
Holy  Communion  in  no  chalice  or  any  profane  cup  or  glass  but 
in  a  communion  cup  of  silver  and  with  a  cover  of  silver  appointed 
also  for  the  ministration  of  the  communion  bread. 

In  the  diocese  of  Bath  and  Wells  no  order  on  this  point  has  been 
discovered.  Bishop  Berkeley  was  indeed  accused  of  slackness  in 
insistence  on  order  and  it  is  probable  that  he  did  not  issue  any 
such  injunction.  In  1572,  however,  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of 
Wells  ordered  that  the  communion  plate  aforetime  used  to  super- 
stition, should  be  defaced  and  two  communion  cups  with  covers 
should  be  made  out  of  the  old  chalices.  This  was  not  an  order 
for  the  diocese  but  it  was  probably  meant  for  the  prebendal  churches 
as  well  as  for  the  cathedral  church  and  is  the  only  movement  ap- 
proaching to  an  order  which  exists. 

We  can  hope,  therefore,  for  Httle  mediaeval  church  plate  and 
indeed  we  have  httle  to  record.    There  is  a  chalice  and  paten  at 
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Nettlecombe  which  is  dated  1479,  a  paten  at  Pilton  probably  of 
the  year  1500,  and  another  paten  at  Chewton  Mendip,  probably 
of  the  year  1511. 

The  movement  for  the  change  of  chalice  into  commmiion  cup 
had,  however,  begun  before  the  Dean  and  Chapter  took  action 
in  1572.  The  chahce  at  Newton  St.  Loe  belongs  to  the  year  1555 
and  that  at  Lullington  to  the  year  1562  and  that  at  Ealmersdon 
to  the  year  1566.  In  the  earlier  years  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Eliza- 
beth we  have  one  of  the  year  1569  at  Burrington,  nine  of  the  year 
1570  at  Burnett,  Swainswick,  He  Brewers,  Axbridge,  West 
Chinnock,  Charlton  Mackerel,  Compton  Dundon,  Litton  and  St. 
Andrew's,  Clevedon,  and  of  the  year  1571  no  fewer  than  nineteen 
at  Farnborough,  Kingston  Seymour,  Priston,  North  Stoke, 
Twerton,  Tickenham,  Timberscombe,  Ashington,  Beckington, 
Chiselborough,  East  Chinnock,  Emborrow,  Elm,  Farrington 
Gumey,  Hemington,  High  Ham,  Holcombe,  Ston  Easton  and 
North  Perrott. 

The  other  Elizabethan  cups  which  bear  the  date  1572  or  a  some- 
what later  date  are  probably  due  to  the  action  and  influence  of  the 
Dean  and  Chapter  of  Wells. 

In  addition  to  that  which  is  distinctly  church  plate,  plate  made 
for  the  service  of  the  Holy  Communion,  there  is  a  very  considerable 
amount  of  plate  in  the  possession  of  the  parishes  of  the  diocese 
which  is  only  church  plate  in  that  it  is  in  the  possession  of  the 
church  and  which  was  made  clearly  for  secular  purposes.  There 
are  two  pre-Elizabethan  cups,  one  at  Chewton  Mendip  of  the  year 
1511  and  another  at  Newton  St.  Loe  of  the  year  1556.  There  are 
also  seventeenth  century  standing  cups,  one  of  remarkable  beauty 
and  of  the  date  1619  at  Bath  Abbey,  two  of  the  year  1611  at  Ilmin- 
ster  and  Yarlington,  and  two  of  the  year  1614  at  Horsington  and 
Odcombe.  There  are  silver  tankards  of  the  year  1605  at  West 
Pennard  and  Bmegar,  pots  with  lids  of  the  eighteenth  century  at 
Kilmersdon  and  Puriton,  and  a  magnificent  ewer  and  tray  of 
the  year  1724  at  Montacute.  At  Luxborough  there  is  a  two-handled 
caudle  cup  of  the  ordinary  Queen  Anne  type  and  a  porringer  at 
Compton  Martin  with  the  date-letter  for  1691. 

In  the  report  which  I  have  made  below  I  have  confined  myself 
chiefly  to  the  church  plate  of  the  diocese,  the  cups  and  chaHces,. 
the  patens  or  covers  and  the  almsdishes  described  in  the  rubrics 
as  necessary  for  the  service  of  the  Holy  Communion.  The  report 
is  not,  however,  complete  and  the  reader  is  especially  recommended 
to  refer  to  the  fuller  description  of  the  plate  in  the  possession  of 
the  rectors,  vicars  and  churchwardens  which  I\Ir.  Bates  Harbin 
and  his  co-workers.  Prebendary  Hancock  and  Mr.  Bush,  have 
given  us.  Their  record  tells  us  of  chalices,  patens,  cups,  flagons, 
alms  basons,  standing  cups,  caudle  cups,  porringers,  tankards, 
saucers,   salvers,   plates,   covers   and   trays,   candlesticks,   spoons 
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and  maces,  the  precious  treasures  of  our  parish  churches  which 
grow  more  valuable  every  year  and  which  call  for  the  constant 
care  of  their  present  guardians.  That  these  guardians  are  aware 
of  their  value  there  is  no  doubt  and  the  care  that  is  taken  of  them 
shew  how  their  custody  is  appreciated.  It  would  be  well,  however, 
that  the  archdeacons  and  rural  deans  should  from  time  to  time 
compare  Mr.  Harbin's  record  with  the  treasures  themselves  to 
show  that  there  is  no  loss  and  that  a  proper  care  is  always 
being  taken  of  them. 


In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  clergy  who  as  a  rule 
have  responded  with  great  unanimity  to  my  many  requests  for 
information  and  have  gladly  told  me  all  they  could  concerning 
their  parochial  records.  Without  their  help  a  report  such  as  this 
would  have  been  impossible.  To  the  Rev.  C.  Taylor  and  to  the 
Rev.  F.  W.  Weaver  I  am  indebted  for  good  advice  and  real  help 
and  I  gladly  acknowledge  it.
